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he Message for the Last Days 


SK ye of the Lord rain in the time 
Ac the latter rain; so the Lord shail 
make bright clouds, and give them show- 
ers of rain, to every one grass in the 
field, Zech. 10:1. 

ITS BENEFICIARIES 

That this scripture primarily belongs 
to and awaits its final fulfillment upon 
regathered Israel is certain; but that it 
broadens itself to include the Gentiles 
is all the more certain. With the above 
text we find associated the wonderful 
prophecy of Joel 2:28 which reads as fol- 
lows: “And it shall come to pass after- 
ward that I will pour out my Spirit up- 
on all flesh; and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, your old mcn 
shall dream dreams, your young men 
shall see visions.” In Acts 2:16, 17 Peter 
speaking on the day of Pentecost laid 
claim to the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost, as in manifestation on that day, 
as being a fulfillment of the above proph- 
ecy. However, instead of using the word 
“afterward,” he used the words “last 
days."" With the last days we must neces- 
sarily connect Heb. 1:2, where the gos- 
pel dispensation is spoken of as the “last 
days.” 

That the outpoured Spirit on the day 
of Pentecost was given to none but Jews 
is undisputable, but that it was also 
promised to all nations is on equal 
grounds undeniable. Salvation in all its 
stages of manifestation was “to the Jew 
first;:” but turning to the tenth chapter 
of the Acts of the Apostles we find that 
the household of Cornelius, who were 
Gentiles, likewise received the Holy 
Spirit as at Pentecost. The proof of this 
fact comes from the lips of the inspired 
Peter, who said) “Can any man forbid 
water, that these should not be baptized, 
which have RECEIVED THE HOLY 
GHOST AS WELL AS WE.” In his de- 
fence before the advocates of circumcis- 
ion, he again boldly asserts that, “As I 
began to speak the Holy Ghost fell on 
them, as on us at the beginning” (Acts 
11:15). He further adds, “Forasmuch 
then as God gave them the LIKE GIFT 
AS HE DID UNTO US, who believed on

the Lord Jesus Christ; what was I, that 
I cou'd withstand God?” To have disput- 
ed their right to receive the same bless- 
ing as was previously given to the Jews 
would be contrary to his vision upon the 
housetop, and a flat denial of what he 
knew, by manifestation before his own 
eyes to be the truth. 

Furthermore in his address on the day 
of Pentecost he insisted that the “prom- 
ise is unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:39. 
That this promise.and other mentioned 
events in connection with the Gentiles 
receiving the Holy Spirit of promise, 
places both Jews and Gentiles on the 
same basis is certain. “For through him 
we both have access by one Spirit unto 
the Father,” Eph. 2:18. 

OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

With God’s promises unto man, there 
is always connected certain responsibil- 
ities, which demand that man respond in 
an effort to effect or promote what God 
had said. In our text there is an indi- 
vidual, as well as a collective responsi- 
bility, which demands that WE ASK 
RAIN IN THE TIME OF THE LATTER 
RAIN. The question naturally ar‘ses, 
What is the meaning of the passage? To 
which we answer, God’s promise to bless 
Israel was based upon obedience to His 
laws, and the manner of blessing was by 
sending RAIN upon their land to make 
them a fruitful nation with whom He had 
then an existing covenant. Lev. 26:4; 
Deut. 11:11, 14; 28:12. 

Obedience was the condition that plac- 
ed Israel in line for both temporal and 
spiritual blessings. Accordingly God re- 
fers to the covenant of righteousness 
which includes the promise to pour out 
His Spirit upon His people as based up- 
on the covenant of the land. See Joel 
2:12-29. To inherit the temporal bless- 
ings man must keep the covenant with 
God by obeying Him. To receive the spir 
itual blessing promised within our text, 
it becomes man’s duty to “ask of the 
Lord rain.” The returning disciples, 
Jesus the Master commanded to 


“tarry until ye be endued with power 
from on high,” Luxe 24:49. God’s prom- 
ise to pour out His Spirit “upon all flesn” 
is made for us to take hold of as bonified 
and for our particular benefits. 

The asking or praying saints are them- 
selves God’s rain-makers; if there is a 
spiritual drought in your soul as an in- 
dividual you are commanded to come to 
God and ask for RAIN. If there is a spir- 
itual drought within your church, as a 
pastor it becomes your duty to “gather 
the people, sanctify the congregation, as- 
semble the e'ders, gather the children, 
and those that suck the breasts: let the 
bridegroom go forth of his chamber, and 
the bride out of her closet. Let the 
priests, the ministers of the Lord, weep 
between the porch and the altar, and let 
them say, Spare thy people, O Lord, and 
give not thine heritage to reproach, that 
the heathen should rule over’ them: 
wherefore should they say among the pe »- 
ple, Where is their God? Then the Lord 
will be jealous for his lané, and pity 
his people,” Joel 2:16-18. These are prep- 
aratory efforts for an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit as mentioned in our text; 
these conditions are also the way and 
manner in which the promised outpouring 
mentioned in Joel 2:28 may be obtained 
These were markedly on display during 
the outpouring of the Holy Ghost during 
the early part of the church age. The 
promise included you and your children 
and all that are afar off, therefore the 
command is to gather the people, * * * 
assemble the elders, gather the childr>n. 
and those that suck the breasts. Here is 
a good recipe for a revival of Pentecostal 
power or obtaining an outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost. 

A BLESSING AND A REMEDY 

God has provided the Pentecostal bless- 
ing for all. He has no less provided a 
remedy for the shallowness and luke- 
warmness of Christianity; and if Gdd's 
people will betake themselves to prayer 
and meet God’s conditions despite the 
terrible apostasy that is sweeping the 
country, God Will manifest Himself in 
signs and wonders of a Pentecostal char- 
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acter as were displayed within the early 
church. The only way to remedy the per- 
ilous conditions that threaten the church | 
which stand in its way to accomplish the 
spread of the gospel, and bring men to 
a knowledge of the saving grace of God, 
is through fasting and prayer until the 
fire of God falls within home and church. 

The commission rests upon the Chureh 
of God today to carry the gospel. We are 
commanded to pray the Lord of the har- 
vest to send laborers into the vineyard, 
Luke 10:2. The responsibility of evangel- 
izing the world should be keenly felt by 
both the ministry and laity; and if the 
church will prostrate itself at the feet of 
Jesus in prayer and asx for rain in the 
time of the age end there will come 
forth copious showers of blessing upon 
the whole harvest. God has promised to 
pour His Spirit upon all flesh, therefore 
nothing remains to hinder except that 
His own children are negligent to “tarry” 
or to “ask for rain.” 

Praise God for the word “pour” (Gr. 
Echeo). It denotes plentitude of spiritual 
blessings. As it is written, “I will pour 
out my Spirit upon all flesh.” There is 
a very unique feature about the scrip- 
tural setting of Zech. 10:1 which is very 
fittingly used with respect to the word 
“pour” as found in Joel 2:28. And it is 
this, God has here admonished us to 
“ask ye of the Lord rain in the time of 
the latter rain (Heb. molkosh); so the 
Lord shall make bright clouds, and give 
them showers of rain.” The word used 
in the Hebrew for rain is the word 
“motar,” which simply means rain and 
is oftentimes modified by the words 
“early” or “latter,” but here there is a 
more descriptive word used to define or 
denote the kind of rain God has in mind 
for us in the time of the latter rain. It 
is here translated “showers” from the 
Hebrew word geshem, which means a 
“violent” rain, a heavy shower. The word 
geshem which is here translated “show- 
ers” has been robbed of some of its true 
meaning and etymology in being simply 
translated “showers.” Indeed God has 
more than showers of rain, God wants 
to give us heavy showers, violent rains 
that w:ll saturate every weary soul, and 
satisfy every aching heart. 

Not only does God want to do this, 
but especially wants to give us rain in 
such a way and manner as to be entirely 
copious, not for our own benefits, but 
more so that the Church of God may be 
nourished into its maturity and fruitful- 
ness of yielding unto God “by whom it is 
dressed.” Rain is not enough, it must be 
heavy and violent to move things in 
these days of apostasy and coldness. Let 
us therefore “ask for rain,” heavy and 
violent, that will wash the face of the 
earth off us, and let the Rock of Christ 
be manifested after the earth life, the 
human has been submerged into Christ 
by the outpoured Spirit of God. There is 
also another word and promise in Joel 
2:23 which I wish you to notice. It is the 
word “moderately” which comes from the 
Hebrew word tsudoqoh, meaning recti- 
tude, right. We use the word moderately 
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in English to mean almost entirely a 
different thing from which the Hebrew 
here contains, thereby causing us to 
loose sight of the thing which God de- 
sires us to have and to know. I will 
cause to come down for you the “rain 
according to right,” i. e., the rain in just 
measure, as the ground naturally re- 
quires. I will cause to come down for you 
the rain (Heb. motar), the former rain 
(Heb. moreh geshem), and _ the latter 
(Heb. molkosh) rain. 

Here in this promise God has promised 
to send rain upon us according to 
“right,” according as the ground may 
naturally require, in a just measure. It is 
therefore God who must, in the days of 
modernism and coldness, “cause to come 
down” upon us the rain in such quanti- 
ties as we may need. Here again as in 
Zech. 10:1 we have coupled with these 
promises the Hebrew word geshem which 
synchronizes with the word “pour” and 
giving us to understand that in the time 
of the latter rain God will not stop un- 
til He has poured out upon us rains of 
plenty, rains of violence. We may, there- 
fore, instead of expecting a mitigation cf 
the latter rain, that it shall continue to 
develop into a heavy, violent tide that 
will sweep things away from before ihe 
Church of God, giving it power and gifts 
of such spiritual qualification as God has 
purposed in His own heart. Praise God! 

We notice that water is the result of 
rain. We see the pools, the rivers, and 
the great rivers are each the result of 
rain. When the rain continues to fall the 
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earth is not only refreshed but the 
streams of water also swell. And as we 
have observed these things because of the 
falling of the natural rain, what have 
we observed because of the falling of 
spiritual rain? 

Have we not also found that the fall. 
ing of the latter rain causes pools and 
rivers? Certainly so. In John 7:38, is ex- 
pressly stated by Jesus that “He that Pe- 
lieveth on me, as the Scrint»~- wath said, 
out of his belly shall flow rivers of liv- 
ing water.” Notice here, it is he that be- 
lieveth “as the scripture hath said” .ot 
as some opposer of God’s Word says, but 
as the Scriptures say. 

“But this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believe on him should receive: 
for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; 
because Jesus was not yet glorified.” 


‘John 7:39. As the rain forms the rivers 


of water, just so have we here the rivers 
of spiritual water flowing from the be- 
ing of those that receive the Holy Ghost, 
which is the result of the spiritual rain 
of the Old Testament. This is that spirit- 
ual water with which Apollos watered 
and God gave the increase, the waters 
which proceed from the river of water. 
“The streams thereof which shall make 
glad the city of God, the holy place of 
the tabernacles of the most High.” Psa. 
46:4. “Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for they 
shall be filled.” Matt. 5:6. FILLED, “And 
when the day of Pentecost was fuily 
come, they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Acts 2:1-4.

“Ghe More Excellent Way, or Faith, 
Hope and Charity

1 Cor, 13:13. 


ET us discuss consecutively these 
ths great essentials of the way of 
life, but considering them always as a 
whole and never forgetting that you can- 
not divorce either of the three from the 
whole without disrupting the very struc- 
ture of the divine plan; and as a conse- 
quence undermine the power of our Chris- 
tian experience. Wherefore we conclude 
that the grace of God, as appearing to 
men, magnifies these three as the es- 
sence of all things worth while in the 
scope of the relationship between God 
and man. Without faith it is impossible 
to please God. Without hope we 4re of 
all men “most miserable.” Without love 
(in any measure) we are full of torment- 
ing fears and a prey to doubts and mis- 
giving and dread apprehensions, These 
influences are foreign and alien to the 
influence of the Holy Spirit. God help 
us to recognize our extreme urgent need 
of faith, hope and charity to be exempli- 
fied in our own life of godliness. And 
pursue the more excellent way patient- 
ly persevering in our struggles to swim 
up the stream that Paul designates 
“Faith, Hope and Love.” 

FAITH 

In the broader, absolute sense faith is 
our personal spiritual union with Christ. 
Jude has termed the common salvation, 
“the most holy faith.” He exhorts th. 
saints to build themselves up inp the 
same praying in the Holy Ghost. Ip con 
nection with the above, he says, “Keep 
yourselves in the love of God, loosing 
for the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
unto eternal life.” Jude 2¢-21. Peter in ad- 
dressing his 2nd epistle to Christians gen- 
erally, says, “To them that have obtain- 
ed like precious faith with us through 
the righteousness of God and our Savior 


Jesus Christ.” 2 Peter 1:1. Linking tais 
utterance with that of Paul’s in Eph. 4:5, 
“One Lord, one faith, one baptism,” we 
have a summary of faith from an angle 
rarely considered by the average person 
today. In plain words, these two great 
apostles have described that union and 
fellowship of the Christian realm as the 
common fold embracing all the citizens 
of the spiritual kingdom in its enclosure, 
designing it briefly as faith or -the one 
building known as the faith structure. 
Recognizing that divine favor alone can 
bestow such privileges upon mortals, 
Peter states that it (faith) is obtained 
from God. Wherefore, one Lord to give; 
one faith to obtain; one baptism to re- 
ceive. Therefore, faith in this respect is 
a general condition, into which we al! 
must come, and there abide until the cul- 
mination of our earthly careers, and the 
finish of our humble walk with God 
down through the fields of earth. Faith, 
as a necessary element of the Christian 
life, will have served its prime purpose: 
and complete redemption, plus a ‘full 
revelation of the hope of the creature, 
will replace faith; i. e., the realization 
of the hope of the child of faith, will pre- 
dominate over that element, which after 
all, only enables us to see “through a 
glass darkly” or which is “the mere sub- 
stance of things hoped for,” etc. 

Let us now consider that element cail- 
ed “evangelical faith.” This is that w: 
grasp by hearing the Word, unctiuvaized 
by the power of the Spirit. Anc it con- 
stitutes a dcep conviction, and promotes 
a surrender of one’s imperfect self-will 
to God’s divine will. However, even this 
faith comes directly as the gift of God. 
Eph. 2:8. Furthermore, Heb. 12:2 states 
very emphatically that Jesus is the “Au- 
thor and Finisher of our faith.” Plainly, 
He is the Beginner and Founder and 


Dedicator of the “most holy faith of the 
children of God,” commonly called “Chris- 
tianity.” Therefore, we may assume that 
faith in its broadest definition is: The 
positive power upon which depends eter- 
nal life. 

Too many, I fear, have concluded that 
faith is that power of outward manifes- 
tation that works miracles and performs 
mighty visible works. Mighty works 
alone is not faith, but only the exercises 
and the effects of faith. True, there is 
a special gift of faith the recipient of 
which is to profit with all the other mem- 
bers of the body possessing kindred gifts 
of the Spirit. But, we must always re- 
member that faith in its true sense, is 
the broad element serving as a basis 
and support of our experience of salva- 
tion, with two distinct phases, which we 
may define as “evangelical faith” and 
“basic positive faith,” comprising and 
maintaining a union between God and 
man, Evangelical faith justified the crea- 
ture to obtain the “most holy faith” 
(that comprehensive faith) that shields 
the blood-washed child of God in its all- 
sufficient embrace, just so long as that 
one will abide in its sheltering zone. 

There is another feature to our faith 
which we must not overlook. Call it be- 
lieving and trusting faith. Perfect trust 
and simple belief of God’s Word does not 
necessarily spring up immediately after, 
or in conjunction with, our conversion. 
But by all means it should follow, that 
after we have known the Lord in the full- 
ness of the experiences, and have obedi- 
ently walked in the light of His Word, 
under the tutorship and guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, we should be able to over- 
come all doubt and misgivings and at- 
tain a state of perfect trust and sweet 
assurance, This is that arm that will 
reach up to the door of heaven's 
treasure house and boldly take from with 
in (in the name of Jesus) that particular 
necessity. Even more, it may be extended 
to the “power house,” turning on the 
electrifying current, bringing unto the 
believer an essence and a tingle of that 
real life which exists in the divine realm 
of the immediate prescnce of God al- 
mighty. O how we ne:d more, and more, 
and more, of this sort of faith, void of 
doubt, that heaven’s joys might be known 
in a greater measure by the struggling 
pilgrims of the family of God on earth. 

HOPE 

It has been said that the star of hope 
leads ever onward. Hope in tomorrow 
makes possible a perfect submission and 
endurance of the conflicting pains and 
sorrows of today. Without this illuminat- 
ed hope, anticipating the “glory that shall 
be revealed in us in that day” of the rap- 
ture, and subsequent millennial kingdota, 
and the final conquest of sin, and death, 
at the inauguration of the New Jerusa- 
lem, and the age of ages, would we aot 
(with others) eat drink and be merry? 
But the Christian’s hope s0es beyond the 
small things, of the brief span of this 
natural life, to eternity’s great TOMOR- 
ROW. This is the blessed hope. Faith 
brings the seed of hope. Patience, plus 
experience, develops a bright lasting 
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hope, which sustains our soul until the 
full revelation of the Christ in His king- 
dom, in the day of our Lord. Indeed we 
have a strong consolation in this hope 
of glory. Who? Heb. 6:18, those “who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon th2 
hope set before us; which hope we have 
as an anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast * * *.” 
CHARITY—( Love) 

Our first love is to God, “with all thy 
heart | soul, mind and strength.” When 
one first comes to God he loves’ with 
that tender dependance of childlike sim- 
plicity. Does it develop as a natural con- 
sequence, that one loses this precious 
“first love” state? Or do we backslid: 
from our first estate? If not, doubtless 
many have become less demonstrative. 
What? Surely this is not in harmony 
with divine. will. Is it not more reasun- 
able to say, that as we have received the 
Lord Jesus, so walking in Him we grow 
up into a more perfect assurance and 2n 
ever increasing passionate love for the 
God of whom we learn so much more as 
we travel with Him? Then how is it pos- 
sible that one may safely “cool off” in 
the ardor of their “first love?” It is not 
permissible, to say the least. Faith and 
love work together. Gal. 5:6. These two 
great essentials are completely inter- 
woven all the divine plan through, and 
as a perfect product of the two, we have 
hope. Or as a result of possessing both 
faith and love, we are given a hope sure 
and steadfast. The fruit of the Spirit is 
first love, then joy, peace, etc., on until 
faith. Here we see faith and love insep- 
erable. We cannot know God _ without 
faith; by the same token, we cannot be 
accepted into God without getting into 
love divine. God is love. If we lose our 
love, we undermine our faith, and as a 
consequence, our experience crumbles to 
ruin. A loss of faith is the climax of a 
decrease in our love for the God ef our 
salvation. Beware of a “cool’ng off” in 
the fires of your first love. It is danger- 
ous. To keep one’s person unspotted from 
the. world, one must love the things of 
Christ with a strong, fervent, and pas- 
sionate devotion. When this state is at- 
tained in our godly life, and accomplish- 
ed in our will, there will be positively no 
room for the things of this vain world. 

It is marvelous to have a profession of 
faith. Beautiful to hold fast the hope of 
that profession unto the end. But, it is 
altogether glorious to have your. soul 
constantly bathed in the pure love of God. 
Have it shed abroad in your heart by 
the mighty Holy Ghost. O! the great 
precious, bountiful, wonderful, divine 
love of God. Words of human lips can- 
not describe the sweetness, goodness and 
graciousness of the love of God. But the 
marvel is: We can have this love and 
live buried beneath the cooling fountain 
of its sparkling streams as it comes flow- 
ing from the bosom of the Father, hidden 
away from carnal cares, breathing, and 
drinking in the heavenly atmosphere of 
its mellow surroundings. The soul that 
is forever concerned with the natural, 
has missed this great gift of God; const- 
quently, is ever shrinking and perishing 
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within its small environment. For there 
you doubt your possession of the full 
measure of God’s love? To verify, here 
is a simple test. How much do you love 
your neighbor? “Love worketh no ill to 
his neighbour.” Rom. 13:10. 

In the stream of God’s sweet grace as 
flows from the regions divine, runs 
these elements, supernatural. The ele- 
ment known as “faith” is at the point 
where you plunge in, losing your carnal 
cares; likewise will be found hope, 
bright and illuminating and the marvel- 
ous love of God underneath and over, %r 
paramount with the two. But all tne way 
up the stream the tributaries come into 
the main stream, refreshing the waters 
of the whole. Here will be seen, first, 
the compassionate tenderness of Christ 
divine; further on, faith in a_ special 
form is contributed as a very particular 
gift, enabling us to appropriate the prom- 
ises of the Word to our ever increasing 
spiritual growth. Then last, bev very es- 
sentially necessary, and after much p- 
tient regard for the things of God’s heav- 
enly kingdom, the placid waters of hope 
suffuse completely the soul that forever 
eagerly goes on to search out the deep 
things of the Spirit. Let us look at Ro- 
mans 5:1-5. Paul gives us here justifica- 
tion by faith, plus an access by faith into 
standing grace, in which grace we are 
made to rejoice in hope of the glory o» 
God; even glorying in tripulatrSp, realiz- 
ing that tribulation perfects patience, 
and patience duly worked out gives unto 
us that experience which enables us to 
reach forward to the end of the way and 
grasp hope firm unto the end. But dear 
reader, please note that it is impossible 
to be a full stature “Bible Christian” 
without possessing all three of these God- 
given elements, or influences, in our 
present walk with God. The threefold 
structure is useless, entirely insufficient, 
and incomplete without either of the 
three. 

We hope these simple words will en- 
able some reader to more fully appreci- 
ate that Paul spoke volumes of truth 
when he described faith, hope and char- 
ity as the three great essentials of the 
plan of salvation. Pointing the convert2d 
soul to “the more excellent way.” In con- 
cluding this analysis of faith and hope 
and love) may we not stress this partic- 
ular point that these three comprise a 
whole into which all true believers in 
God have entered; and that the three are 
absolutely inseperable. My prayer is that 
God will give unto us the strong con- 
stant faith of faithful Abraham, the un- 
shaken shining hope of patient old Joh, 
and the ardent abunding love of religi- 
ous John. If we possess these virtues and 
exercise ourselves therein, surely we 
shal] neither be unfruitful nor barren as 
the servants of the Lord. True, the great- 
est of the three is love, but we cannot 
abound in the divine love of God with- 
out first having faith to believe in Him, 
who is the personification of love.
